Has Bccn Unconscious Since Being 
Brought to the Hospital and !s

With his skull fractured by the trunk 
of a tree which fell upon him while 
Working in one of the CNR, tie camps 
oul west, a young man whose name, 
so far as can be ascertained is John 
Morroz, was brought to the public 
hospital last night ino an unconscious 
condition, and lies at the point of death 
today, suffering from concussion of the:

The only inkling that the hospital 
authorities have to the name of the man 
is from a slip of paper found in one of 
his pockets. The man has been un- 
conscious since brought in, and from 
those who attended him on the way in

condition did not appear to be serious,

MARK TWAIN 
ON ROOSEVELT 


PREDICTED “SHOWY CHARLATAN’”’ 
WOULD BE SITTING ON U. §. 
PEOPLE AGAIN. 


New York, Feb.20.—Books that were 
owned and manuscripts that were writ- 
ten by Samuel L, Clemens (Mark 
Twain), collected here for disposal at 
auction at an carly date, are found to 
contain some excellent indications of 
the late author's methods of work, An 
interesting and comparatively recent 
‘document refers to Colonel Theodore 
Roosevelt. 

One of the early manuscripts is a 
page of notes for an outline of a por- 
tion of the story of Huckleberry Finn, 
which relates to the fight in the cave, 
Among the notes are written: ‘Quarrel, 
fight, Peter knocked down with ‘Tom's 
shovel. Joe rushes in and stabs Dr. 
Potter insensible. Joe will bury Dr. in 
Tom's hole and will make Potter think 
he is acessory. Finds treasure—-goes 
and hides it—returns and finds’ P. up. 
No.use to bury body, for Potter thinks 
he did it." 

* Among the other manuscripts is one 
described as “an article on the inaugur- 
ation of President Taft and the deliver- 
ance of the country from Mr. Roose- 
velt,"’ dated March 6, 1909. <A _ por- 
tion of it follows: 

“Astronomers assure us that the at- 
traction of gravitation on the surface 
of the sun is twenty-eight times as 
powerful as in the force at the earth's 
surface and that the object which 
weighs 217 pounds elsewhere would 
weigh 6,000 pounds there, For seven 
years this country has lain smothering 
under a burden jike that, the incubus 
representing, in the person of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, the difference between 
217 pounds and 6,000. Thanks be, we 
got rid of the disastrous burden day 
before yesterday, at last!

Lived Near Kenora Like Animal for 


Four Years—Threatened to 
All Who Came Near 


Toronto, Feb. 24.—An. almost in- 
creditable tale of the existence in the 
northern woods of a wild man, who 
for four years lived like a 
threatening to kill everyone with} 
whom he came in contact, reached 
Toronto this morning with the news 
of the arrest near Kenora of a man 
named Beck. The “wild man'’ was 
arrested in hig rocky cave in the 
woods and is now in Regina — jail 
awaiting to be sent to an asylum. 

Beck is forty years old and — his 
career as a wild man dates back to 
1907 when his hand was blown off 
while he was dynamiting for fish. The 
accident apparently unhinged his mind 
for, upon his discharge from the hos- 
pital he took to the bush. 

For two or three years he roamed 
the woods, living upon fish, rabbits 
and other animals, which he killed 
with his naked hand and devoured 
raw, All this time his presence was ! 
unknown to the lumbermen and trap- 
pers. Some lumbermen who saw a 
figure flitting through the woods at 
dusk, thought he was the ghost of 
some murdered prospector, while su- 
perstitious men refused to venture 
forth from their chanties at night. 

During the past year or so, he has 
been seen on a number of occasions, 
and the bushmen decided that he was 
no ghost, but a lunatic. To some 
lumbermen with whom he talked he 
declared that he was a timber baron 
and owned all the timber in the 
woods where he lived. He threatened 
to kill any man who trespassed upon 
his domain and several times tried to 
burn the woods. 

The amazing endurance of the man 
was indicated by his appearance over 
a district 26 miles square, and he ap- 
peared to be constantly on the move. 

The matter finally was taken up by 
the provincial authorities, and Gon- 
stable Grassick of Ignace received in- 
structions to capture the wild = man 
and take him to Kenora, <A few days 
ago he secured the assistance of two 
CG. P. R. constables and set out for 
the cave in the woods where Beck 
was supposed to live. 

A Pitiable Sight 

When taken to Kenora jail he pre- 
sented a most pitiable sight and look- 
ed more like a gorilla than a human 
being. The hair on his head and face 
was fifteen inches long and matted 
hair and grime obscured his features, 
His clothing was the skins of sheep 
he had killed) bound together with 
fragments of wire. The — provineial 
atuhorities, it is understood, will have 
him sent to an asylum.
